Claim 1 (Currently Amended): A snowmobile ski comprising: 

a longitudinally extending runner having a bottom running surface; 

a keel extending downward fiom the bottom running surface of the runner, 

a generally flat, elongate wear strip having top and bottom surfaces, the top surface being 
generally contoured to abut the bottom surface of the keel; and 

two skags extending longitudinally along the keel and downward fiom the bottom surface 
of the wear strip, the skags each having an inside surface and an outside surface, the skags 
spaced laterally from each other to define a longitudinal channel between the inside surfaces of 
the skags, the inside surfaces of the skags extending downward from the surface of the wear strip 
in a laterally non-inward direction, ourfaoos facing the skag inside gurfaooo d o not on tond 
J fliomlly toward tho inoid e surfac es the botto m running surface defi *""fl a innprttiiftnai canter, the 
skags being positioned such that thev extend longitudinally more rearwardlv of the mnning

Claims 2 (Original): The snowmobile ski of claim 1 wherein the keel has lower outside edges 
each aligned with respective outside edges of the wear strip, the skags each having upper outside 
edges aligned with respective outside edges of the wear strip- 
Claim 3 (Original): The snowmobile ski of claim 1, wherein the skags have generally 
rectangular cross-sections. 

Claim 4 (Original): The snowmobile ski of claim 1 wherein the inside surfaces of the skags 
extend downward fiom the bottom surface of the wear strip linearly- 

Claim 5 (Original): The snowmobile ski of claim 1 wherein the runner includes an upwardly 
curved forward end portion, the wear strip extending fbrwardly of the skags to cover and protect 
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at least a pait of the bottom sin face of the runnei 's upwaiuly cuived foiward end poition fiom 
wear. 

Claim 6 (Original): The snowmobile ski of claim 1 wherein the wear snip extends forwardly of 
the skags so that the wear strip at least partially fills a skag track in the snow encountered by the 
ski 

Claim 7 (Oiiginal): The snowmobile ski of claim 1 wherein the skags are tapered at their ftont 
and rear ends 

Claim 8 (Oiiginal): The snowmobile ski of claim 1 wherein the skags tape at front and rear 
ends toward the strip. 

Claim 9 (Original): The snowmobile ski of claim 1 wherein the the wear snip extends 
longitudinally behind the skags so that the track left by the skags in the snow may be at least 
partially filled in by the wear strip. 

Claim 10 (Cancelled) 

Claim 1 1 (Currently Amended): A snowmobile ski comprising: 
a longitudinally extending runnei having a bottom surface; 

a downwardly extending keel along the bottom surface of the runner, the keel having 
right and left lower side edges; and 

two skags extending longitudinally along and downward fiom the keel, the skags each 
having an inside surface and an outside surface, the skags spaced laterally from each other to 
define a longitudinal channel between the inside surfaces of the skags, the inside surfaces of the 
skags extending downward from the keel in a laterally non-inward direction, fee uppar ouloido 
edges oaoh slcng boing -^tiffl e d 4atorally with tho respective lower sido odgo of Di e k eel jhe 
distance between the upper outer edges of the skags being generally equal to distance between 
die right and left lower side edges of the keel 
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Claim 12 (Original): The snowmobile ski of claim 1 1 , wherein the lateral spacing of the skags is 
maintained by a wear strip rigidly interconnecting the skags. 

Claim 1 3 (Original): The snowmobile ski of claim 1 1 , further including a generally flat, 
elongate wear strip having top and bottom surfaces, the top surface being generally contoured to 
abut the bottom surface of the keel 

Claim 14 (Original): The ski of claim 1 1 wherein the runner includes a center point, the skags 
being positioned such that they extend more reaiwardly of the center point than forwardly of the 
center point 

Claim 15 (previously presented): The ski of claim 12, wherein the skags and wear strip are 
integrally formed. 

Claim 16 (Currently Amended): A snowmobile ski comprising: 

a longitudinally extending runner having a bottom running s ur face, the ratae? running 
surface having a longitudinal center point; 

a keel extending downward from the bottom running surface of the runner, the keel 
having a bottom surface; 

two skags extending longitudinally along the keel, the skags spaced laterally from each 
other to define a longitudinal channel between the skags, the skags having a longitudinal center 
located rearwardly of the longitudinal center of the running surface, runnar, the sfe ag s havin g * 
length of between about 13/45 and 16/40 of the runner length ; and 

carbide strips extending longitudinally beneath each skag, each carbide strip having a 
longitudinal center located forward of the longitudinal center of the respective skag. 

Claim 17 (original): The ski of claim 16, wherein the skags have generally rectangular cross- 
sections. 

Claim 18 (previously presented): The ski of claim 16, wherein the skags are integrally formed 
with a wear strip rigidly interconnecting the skags. 
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Claim 19 (Currently Amended): A kit for converting a single skag ski into a dual skag ski when 
the single skag is removed from the single skag ski, the kit comprising: 

a generally flat, elongate wear strip having top and bottom surfaces, the top surface being 
generally contoured to abut a bottom surface of the ski; 

two skags extending longitudinally along and downward from the bottom surface of the 
wear strip, the skags each having an inside surface and an outside surface, the skags spaced 
laterally from each other to define a longitudinal channel between the inside surfaces of the 
skags, the inside surfaces of the skags extending downward from the surface of the wear strip 
such that their inside surfaces do not extend laterally towards each other, rti* ^han^l remaining 
generally free of surfaces that extend downwardly laterally toward the skag inside surfaces, 
whereby the channel is generally free of undercutting surfaces that poten tially trap debris against 
the skag inside surfaces outfaces fo eHag-&e-s kag insido ourfaoog do not (prtond -teteEBUy toward 
th o - insido surf aees; and 

an attachment mechanism that connects the wear strip to the bottom surface of the ski 

Claim 20 (original): The kit of claim 19, wherein the attachment mechanism includes a plurality 
of threaded rods configured for extension through corresponding holes in the ski to be secured by 
nuts. 

Claim 21 (original): The kit of claim 19, wherein the wear strip and skags are integrally formed 

Claim 22 (original): The kit of claim 19, wherein the skags have a generally rectangular cross- 
section. 
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
